DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-4, 6-13, 15, and 18-21 are allowed (now renumbered 1-4, 5-12, 13, 16- 

29). 

Independent claims 1, 2, 6, 7, 13, 15, 18-21 involve a conversion process 
between a progressive image format of 24 frames/second and an interlace image 
format of 60 fields/second by using 2:3:3:2 pull-down system. 

Dependent claims 3, 4, 8-12 are branches of claims 1 and 7. 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the 2:3:3:2 pull- 
down system. The closest prior art (U.S. Pat. 4,641 ,1 88) teaches that the 2:3:2:3 pull- 
down system causes only one frame out of five to be mixed. However, the prior art 
does not disclose how the 2:3:3:2 pull-down system is carried out.
